making similar plans. As this move- 
ment grows it should attempt to place 
the different varictics of apples in 
their: proper $laces and oliminate the 
misconcoption entertained ‘regarding 
the undisputed superiority of the Nor- 
thern Spy. There is no doubt as to the 
excellence of the Spy apple but what 
is wrong with the Snow, Mcintosh 
Red or King for dessert purposes, and 
with Baldwin, Greening Talman Sweet 
Stark, and dozens of other kinds for 
cooking?

Ontario Motor League—Gives 
Room for Hope 


TORONTO, April 30.—The Onfario 
Government refuses to go back on the 
stand already taken in witholding the 
exchange of automobile Hcenses be- 
tween this Province and the — United 
States, for which Ontario motorists 
have been so cager during the past 
few years. In a letter to tho*Ontario 

{Motor League, Premier Hearst to-day 
states that after careful consideration 
the Government {s — unable to see its 
wuy clear to granting the request of 
the league, this year at all vents, for 
the interchange of automobile Hcenses 
with the United States. 


On March 23rd a deputation of 
some 400 motorists representing mot-. 
oring opinion all over the Province be- 
sieged the Varllament Buildings and 
{laid a request before Premier Hearst 
that in return for similar action on the 
part of the authorities across the line, 
American motorists be allowed to en- 
ter’ Ontario without ‘paying a Heense 
fer. The deputation — caino* on the 
heels of a statement by Mr. Hauna 
that this privilege could not be grant: 
ed, the motorists deciding to place tha 
}matter directly before the ‘Premier. 
Consideration of the matter was prom: 
ised and the final decision of the Gov- 
ernment was given today. 








At present Ontario Is .the only Pro- 
vince where a reciprocal agreement 
of this kind with States across the 
border, is not in force, The State laws 
providé—that wherever a Canadian 
Province decides ta Rrant the right of 
free entry to motorists from the 
State jn question, a similar privilege 


the Canadian Provinee. ‘The granting 
of this privilege by the Ontario Gov- 
ernment would aptomatically sccure a 
sklmilar privilege to Ontario motorists 
in the States.

A KNOWN WEAKNESS. . 

The salient of Ypres hus become fa- 
miliar to all students of the campaign 
in- Flanders. Like all salionts it was. 
and waa known to be, a%source of 
weakness to the forces holding it, but 
the reasons which have led to its re- 
tention are apparent, and need not be 
explained. 

On April 22 the Canadian division 
held a line of roughly, 5,000 yurds, ex- 
tending in a north-westerly direction 
from the Ypres-Roulers Railway to the 
Ypres-Poelchapelle road, and connect- 
ing at its terminus with tle French 
troops.

At” fire 
o'clock in the afternoon a plan care- 
fully prepared was put into execution 
against our French allies on the left. 
Asphyxiating’ gas of great intensity 
was projected into their trenches’ prob: 
ably by means of force pumps and pipes 
laid out under the parapets. The 
Sunes,’ aided, by a favorable wind, 
floated backwards, poisoning and dis- 
abling over an extended area those 
who fell under their effect. The result 
was that the French were compelled to 
give ground for a considerable dis- 
tance. .

Healing the Sick not a Sin 


Christlan Science healers neceasar- 
ily acknowledge that sickness exists 
when they spcak of healing. We have 
conced€d that, sickness, sorrow and 
pain would not be proper fur God's 
people; and that the prevalence of 
these conditions attests the fact that 
God {s dealing with the world as crim- 
inals under death sentence. The ques- 
tion arises, Is not the Church an ex- 
ception in this matter? We answer 
that those belicvers In Jesus’ redemp- 
tive work who fully concentrate their 
lives to God are counted as separate 
from the world. (John 17-16.) Never- 
theless {t {s not the Divine Plan that 
they be released from sickness and 
death. 

Take the case of Jesus, (Hebrows 
7:26; Matthew 3:17; John 1:14.) He 
was weary. Heo hunyered. Ho agoniz- 
ed in the Garden. He died on the 
Cross. Nor were Uicso errors; they 
were the very things for which He 
came into the World, as He declared; 
and without sésus suffering as our Re- 
deemer, Adam and his race could 
never be recovered, according to the 
Divine arrangement . 

The Church is invited to “suffer 
with Him,” to “be dead with Him,” 
and thus to share tn His resurrection 
—to the Divine nature, (2 Timothy 
2711, 12; 2 Peter 1:4.) Therefore tho 
Church should not expect Divine heal- 
ing, which Is so much of Restitution 
aud will belong to the world during 
-] Messiah's Reign. Restitution is not 
the prom!se to tho Church, but a now 
nature~--obtalnablc only by participa- 
tion with:the Redeemer in “the suf- 
ferings of this present time.”—Rom- 
ans 8:18,:19. 

Neither Jesus nor His Apostics ex- 
perlenced healing—nor did the carly 
Churcli, so far as the record shows. 
Dorcas and St. Peter's wife's mother 
are not to be considered exceptions 
to this rule. Nor was, this because 
none wero sick. Jesus Himsolf evt 
dently ‘was very sick in Gethsemane, 
and: fainted onthe way to the Cross. 
SL Paul mentions how sick Trophimus 
was; yet there is no suggestion tliat 
the Apostle healod him. St. Timothy 
had dyspepsia, but instead of healing 
him, St. Paul wrote, to him, advising 
a certain dict. 

These things arc not accidental, but 
in full accord — with the. Scriptural 
teachings. The healings were done in 
exceptional cases, for the purpose of. 
establishing the Church. “ Even Jesus 
Himseuf did not heal all who necded 


ald. At the Podl of Bethesda there 
were many impotent folk; but He 
healed one only. (John 5:1-19.) He 


informed ‘us that His Work was mere- 
ly a sample of what Restitution will 
be, when Messlah’s Kingdom shall 
prevail world-wide: “These things did 
Jesus, and manifested beforehand His 
(coming) glory"—His Kingdom work 
at His Second Advent, when He will 
be the great Healer, the great Life 
Giver, for all of Adam's race—John 
2:11. : 

Mark.16:17, 18 fs often quoted in 
support of Divine healing. 
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scholars know or should’ know, that 
these are not Jesus’ words and that 
St Mark did not write them. In fact, 
these words do not appear in any 
Greek manuscript of earlier date than 
the Seventh Century., This Is not High- 
er Criticism.

The War and the Slain 
Canadians 

“Righteous War and Our Stain 
Canadians,” was the title of Rev. A. 
M. Hubly’s eermon last Sunday’ even- 
ing at the Reformed, Episcopal Church. 
The text—Deut. xx:1-5, was treated 
under three headings.

rightcous, must be: first, divinely sanc- 
tioned; second, 


cepts of the Divine Word. 
not x warlike nation, but was often 
compelled to enter into conflict with 
other nations; when the above condi- 
tious were met by the corenanted peo- 
ple of God, victory crowned their ef- 
forts. When thes failed to- meet those 
conditions, their enemies, though out- 
side of-the Divine covenant, triumphed 
over them. 

Fearful may be the consequences of 
rash and inconsiderate war, But vic- 
tory is sure to the people who under- 
take war for the defence of rightcous- 
ness against unrightcousness, and who 
with unselfish motives, honesty of pur- 
pose and with lofty aims can say: “In 
the name of our God we will set up our 
banners.”". This is very different from 
sclting up our banners in the namé of 
military and naval equipment, in air 
and land and sea. Let not the people 
of the Lord. put their hope, altogether, 
in great Accts and vast armies, nor 
houst of what they will do to crush 
God, ‘‘whose 
throne is in the heaven, and whose 
kingdom ruleth over all,’ has soime- 
thing toe do with the warring nations, 
it may be for chastisement of , those 
most beloved! rs 

War, unprovoked, aud for unlawful 
conquest finds no sanction in the Bible, 
When it becumes a necessity té defend 
the right, and te punish  evil-doers; 
when it cannot justly be avoided, then 
the nation at war becomes ‘the exceu- 
tioner of Divine judgment.

It did not seem that any human be- 
ing could Mve in the shower of shot 
and shell which began to play upon 
the advancing troops. They suffered 
terrible casualties, For a short time 
every other man scemed fo fall, but 
the attack was pressed ever closer 
and closer. The Fourth Canadian 
Battalion 7 ment came under 
Q particularly withering fire. For a 
moment, not more, it wavered. Its 
most gallant commanding officer, Lt.- 
Col: Birchall, carrying after an old 
fashion, a light cane, coolly and cheer- 
folly rallied his men and at the very 
moment when his example had Infect- 
ed them, fell dead at the head of his 
battalion. 

-With a hoarse cry of anger, they 
sprang forward (for indeed they loved 
him), as if to avenge his death. The 
astonishing attack which followed, 
pushed home in the face of direct 
frontal fire made in broad day light, 
by battalions whose names should live 
forever in the memories of soldiers, 
was carried to the first linc of German 
trenches. After a hand-to-hand strug- 
gle the last German who resisted was 
bayonetted, and the trench was won. 

The measure of this success may be 
taken, when it Is pointed out that this 
trench represented in the German ad- 
vance the apex in the breach which 
the enemy had made in the original 

‘]line of the allies, and that {t was two 

and a half miles south of that line. 
This charge, made by men wha looked 
death indifferently in the face, for no 
man who took part in it could’ think 
that he was likely to‘live, sayéd, and 
what was much more‘the Canadian 
trett. But it did more, up to the point 
where the assailants’ conquered or 
died, it secured and maintained during 
the most critical moment of all the 
integrity of the aliied. For the trench 
was not only taken, it was thereafter 
held against all comers, and in the 
teeth of every conceivable projectile, 
until. the night of Sunday, the 25th, 
when aj] that remained of the war- 
broken but victorious battalions wer: 
relleved by fresh troops.

iLanding Troops” 
At Dardanelles 


Premier Asquith “Gives €ull Des- 
cription of This Hazardous 
but Successful Operation 


-— 

LONDON, May 6—In the House 
this afternoon, Premier Asquith spoko 
as follows on the Dardanelles situa- 
tion: 

“At daybreak of April 25 the land- 
ing occurred, the troops making use 
of-six landing places. By nightfall 29,- 
000 men had been disembarked in the 
face of a fierce opposition by infantry 
and artillery entrenched behind . suc- 
cessi¥e lines of wiro entanglements. 

“The leading troops of the 29th Di- 
vision were held up all day to the 
west of Sebdul Bahr, but at sunset 
they succeeded In a fine attack along 
the heights, which: made possible the 
taking of a good pasition covering the 
disembarkation of the remainder of 
tthe division. 

“Tho landing brigade cr the Aun- 
tralian and New Zealand corps went 
ashore at Gaba Tepe at 4.30 in the 
morning In complete silence. The 
enemy opened a heavy fire at point 
blank range, but he beach was rushed 
with good effect, and the attack car-| 
ried out with the yimost dash up the 
slope. 

“French forces effected a landing 
at Kum Kale and advanced with great 
Rallantry. Every report speaks of the 
magnificent co-operation of the naval 
forces. I regret the casualties were 
very heavy, including the death ‘of 
Brigadier General Napier. 

“During April 26 the disembarkation 
continued. The troops ashore were 
subjected to continuous and delermin- 
ed attacks from the enemy, but these 
in every case were repulsed with 
heavy losses. The 29th Division, un- 
der command of General Hunter, with 
great valor carried the Turkish posi- 
tfon at Seddul Bahr, which consisted 
of rocky ravines, rulned houses, and 
wire entanglements. 

“By evening of April 27 the 29th 
Division was firmly established across 
the Gallipoli peninsula, having ad- 
vanced two miles from the , polnt of 
landing. They were Joined by French 
troops. who, having fulfilled tho task 
of silencing the hostile batteries on 
the Asiatic coast which — Interfered 
with the landing on the GallipoH pen- 
insula, had recrossed the straits. The 
Australian aud New Zealand corps 


defeated cvery counter-attack and 
steadily gained ground. 
“The disembarkation continued 


tApril 28 and 29. By May 2 a further 
advance had been made by the French 
and British troops on the southern end 
of thé peninsula and the Atstrallan 
and New Zealand corps had been rein- 
forced by the -Royal Naval Division. 
The positions everywhere had been 
consolidated. 

“In the successful performance of 
this one of the most. 
tions of the war, landing on an open 
beach in the face of determined oppo- 
sition, the troops engaged displayed 
unsurpassed courage and skill. 

. “The operations are now being con- 
[nue and pressed forward under 
highly satisfactory conditions.”

Pastor Russel’s 


A Leading Christian Scientist Con- 
__troverts Many Points in the 
Pasfor’s Recent Sermon 





Pastor Russell was quite right in 
assuming, when composing the dis- 
course which you published on April 
27th, that Christian Scientists are not 
averse to truthfal criticisms. It 
should -be noted, however, that a crit- 
{cism may be sincere but not intelll- 
gent, and honest but not truthful. 

Pastor Russell’s ‘main. criticism of 
Christian Sclence centered: abou™the 
Statement that Mrs. Eddy “settled alt 


that there Is no evil, no sin, no death; 
that what have been so-called are’ 
merely errora of the mind.” In short, 
Pastor Russell tried to make Chris 
Uan Science absurd by bes te it to 
a set of denials, 


It would be as far as this to say 
that the Christlan teaching of man’s 
origin reats on the negation of hunian 
fatherhood. Christ Jesus did say, 
“Call no man your father upon the 
earth;” but if these, words alone were 
Put forth as his teaching*on the sub- 
ject to which they relate, he would be 
misrepresented. The denial which 
they expressed was based on the af- 
firmative truth, “for one is your Fath. 
and the de 
nial without the affirmation would not 
be understood. So also a criticism of 
Mrs. Eddy for denying the absolute 
reality of evil, without reference to 
the basis of-her denial, is unfair and 
misleading. 

In what manner, then, did Mrs. 
Eddy decal with the mystery of evil? 
She consistently accepted the mono- 
theism of the Bible. “You must be- 
sin,” she has written on page 276 of 
Sclence and Health, “by reckoning 
God as the divine Principle of all that 
really is." A more complete _ state: 
ment of her reasoning, yet short 
enough to be quoted here, js the fol- 
lowing from page 472 of the. same 
book: “All reality is in God and His 
creation, harmonious and eternal. 
That which Jle createa is good) and 
He makes all that is made. Therefore 
the only reality of sin, sickness, or 
fleath is the awful fact that unrealities 
seem real to human, erring belief un- 
ti] God strips off their disguise.” It 
may be added that the mystery of evil 
is most clearly dispelled when. some 
item of it my destroyed and cast out 
of one’s. experience by the spiritual 


understanding which Christian  Sci- 
ence confers, 
Pastor Russell also denounced 


Christian Science, with several harsh 
adjecives, for teaching that Ged fs 
omnipresent. “Nothing In the Bible 
so declares,”" “An omnipresent Goi is 
not a2 person.” These quotations cun- 
tain his reasons without his epith-¢s. 
As I read the Bible, it distinctly de- 
clares tpaGod is everywhere. (Sce 
Vealms 139, 7-10; Jeremiah 23: 23, 24; 
Acts 37+ 27, 28). As for the  woni 
“pirscn.” It has too many meanings 
for ‘unqualified use with reference to 
the Delty. Christian Scientists do not 
believe that God Is like a.human per- 
son They ask with Fsaiah. “To wh. 
then will we liken God?” They under- 
stand, as did Solomon, that God. is in- 
fnite—“The heaven of heavens cannot 
contain him.” Christian Scientists do, 
however, hold that God is personal in 
tho highest and truedt sense of that 
tern. He is the deficit, inflinite, omnt- 
present Person; and as o scribe sald 
with the Master's approval, “there fs 
hone other but He.” The word “Prin- 
| ciple,” and the tetm ‘Divine Principle,’ 
as used in Christian Sclence, have 
been found helpful in getting rid of 
} finite conceptions of Deity and gaining 
the infinite Idea of the infinite One. 
During this unfoldment there {a neea 
to continually remember, as = Mra, 
Kddy @las written on page 275 of 
Science and Health, “that God fs 
“ve, and therefore He is divine ’rin- 
ciple.” 

Pastor Russell was also mistaken 
when he said that Christian Scientists 
attribute their healing to “a superna- 
tural power.” The power by which 








Christian Science healing can be done’ 


is both spiritual and natural. It Is, as 
Jesus sald, the “finger of God,” which 
is to say, the power of- God. Accorll- 
ing to the book of Genesis,.the law of 
our creation and being includes the 
decree, “Let them have dominién”— 
dominion “over all the earth.”

HOW SHOT ARE MADE. 


And Why the Pure Lead Has to Be 
Tempered With Tin. S 

The manufacture of shot, described 
by O. © Hoth In Forest and Stream, 
tequirea a lilgh tower, a perforated pan, 
a tank of water and “tempered” fend. 

Shot are made by dropping molten 
‘ead’ from a high polot to the earth 
Tbe lend forms into globules just as 
the rulndrops do when they fall from 
the clouds, Ordinarily we do not reul- 
ize that raindrops are little spheres, 
but onder the proper conditions they 
freeze, and we hare hailstones, which 
may be called shot made of Ice. 

To the making of shot pure lead Is 
melted arid mixed with a “tenper™ 
that consists maloly of tin, and then 
foured {nto a perforated pan‘ or steve. 
The perforations vary<acconiin; to 
the size of the shot to be made. 

A temper is mixed with the lead fn 
order to make the globules form hen 
the lead falls. If pure lead were used 
tt would fall In the form of Ilttle bars 
{nstead of round shot~ 

In order that the globules may bare 
plenty of time to form the lead ovwt 
fall a long distance, and so towers are 
built The towers usal to be made as 
high ns 200 feet and even more, but 
modern towers are rarely over 150 feet.

Although™ the prospects of an 
early termination of the war appear 
‘fo be very remote, it is not too soon 
to consider the most important ques- 
tion—what will become of the sold- 
iers who return from the war? - If 
the whole British Empire is‘ unani- 
mous upon any one subject it is that 
the brave-fellows, who gave up their 
employment and took up arms at 
the call of duty, shall not be allowed 


“to suffer for their patriotism after 


peace has been declared. After this 
great upheaval the world will never 
be justthe same. The map of Eur- 
ope will probably be re-drawn, and 
vital changes take place in the poli- 
tical, social and economic conditions 
of the nations. Economic authori- 
ties anticipate that the war will be 
followed by a period of industrial 
confusion caused by the return of a 
vast body of workers whom it will 
be found impossible to absorb right 
away, and the time necessary for the 
adjustment of trade/conditions may 
be somewhat pfotracted. | This 
should be minimized if it cannot be 
avoided. Work shouldsbe found for 
the war-stained warriors, and the 
widows and fatherless children will 
have to be provided for. 

In a great many cases'the situa- 
tions of the volunteer soldiers have 
been left open. But it must be re- 
cognized that our boys when they 
come back will not be the same. 
They will return with new ideas of 
life; and in many instances old voca- 
tions and old environments will have 
lost power to satisfy ‘them. Thcir 
ambitions — will 
search a wider horizon, and they will 
cast their eyes on the British Do- 
minions. Fired, as they will be, 
from contact with their brothers-in- 
arms from over the seas, the ampler 
Vistas of Canada, Australia and New 
Zealand will doubtless have an irre- 
sistible-appea!l for our adventurous 
and enterprising boys. The need 
for # central authority, with respon- 
sible agencies throughout the Em- 
pire, to guide this anticipated 
migratory movement, is very appar- 
ent. The Salvation Army is willing 
and anxious to take up ‘the work, 
and is already making preliminary 
enquiries in Canada:

PARIS, May &—An

peata in L’Econoniste Francais, from 
the pen of Paul Leroy Breaulicu, fa- 
mous economist and statesman. He 
takes \Lioyd George's statement that 
tho British’ forces now abroad are 
equivalent to “thirty-six divisions, 
Some French.newspapers, he says, 
have supposed that a British division 
numbers 20,600 men, and that in con- 
sequence the total In question is 720, 
000,men.. This figure is, in my opinion 
exaggerated, ‘as it would be nearer 
the truth/to give 15,000 men with a 
division,”‘more so as this figure fits 
{u with the deélaration of Lord: Kitch- 
ener, who spoke of an average of 30,- 
000 men being sent each week across 
to the continent. At fifteen thousand 
men a division, we may reckon that 
the thirty-six English divisions in 
France and Belgium number about 
640,000 By far the greater part of 
these are notjat- the front The 
French communique of April 26 mea- 
gures the western front at 950 kilo- 
metres. Any calculation of this kind 
is dificult, for the front consists of a 
very irregular line full of sallents 
and retrants. Supposing, instead, of 
950 kilometres a total of 800 kilome- 
tres, the British. troops would - not 
Beem to occupy appreciably more than 
$0 odd kilometres. From this we are 
eatitied to conclude that if the British 
efféctivences in France: has risen to 
560,000 or 600,000 men, still more if 
they havé reached a higher figure, 
about two-thirds of them must needs 
be still In the second line or in camps. 
Ney less our Ally’s troops are 
growing continually in numbers, The 
British: Government {n order to facil- 
dtate the transport of troops suspend- 
ed a short time ago the regular ship- 
ping services between England and 
Holland. We may hope more and 
more that the British forces that are 
cooperating with our troops -will at- 
tain the- effectiveness so often indicat- 
ed’as a million men, and that the 
strength will be kept up.”

the ruins of a toy shop. The one 
with the whistle struck up thé Mar- 
selliaise, the one with the drum beat 
time to it. Tho straggling squadron 
halted, turned, reformed and, to the 
beating of the child's drum and the 
strains of the tin whistle, marched 
to victory. 

Rudyard Kipling tells a story of-a 
cholera camp in. India, where the 
men were suffering badly., The regi- 
mental band started one night that 
queer, defiant tane, “The Lincoln- 
shire Poacher.” It was merely their 
regimental march, which the men 
had heard a thousand times. There 
was nothing in it except—except all 
England—all the seacoast—all tho 
fun and daring and hborseplay- of 
young men bucketing about the big 
pastures by moonlight. But, as it 
was played very softly, at that bad 
time in that terrible camp of death, 
it was the one thing in the world 
which could have restored — which 
did restore—shaken: men to pride, 
humor and self-control. 


A New Palestine. 
Through missionary channels there 
reach Canada pm England reports 
that a defini derstanding among 
the allies exists concerning Palestine 
in the event of the {all of the Turk- 
ish power, and concerning the mos- 
quo of St. Sophia in case Constanti- 
nople be taken. It'is reported that 
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the Holy Land with rapid trolley 
lines, to develop horticulture, and to 
dot the country with good, moderate- 
rato hotels. A seaport Is also to be 
developed. This done, it Is held that 
all the world with journey thither. 

It is further reported through 
these missionary channels that the 
British promoters «are: in-thorough 
sympathy with the Zionist movement.

{ Romance of Walking Sticks. 

The general use of canes or walk- 
ing sticks was.at one time forbidden 
in Rome by imperial edict, except to 
persons of patrician rank, thus mak- 

| ioe it a privilege which came to be 
popular among the nobility, and 
eventually a distinction. The women 
of that time carried them also, their 
richly and artistically decorated canes 
serving as a rod for the punishment 
of their slaves. .' 

The cane appeared/in England as 
tke badgo of aristocracy In about the 
fifth century, but after serving this 
purpose for some time came Into the 
hands of the bumbler and was drop- 
ped by those of higher social stand- 
Ing. It was re-established in its true 
form by the pilgrims and soldiers re- 
turning from the Holy Land during 
the Crusades, and soon came into 
popularity again. With a revival of 
the cane among tho gentry came a 
period of decoration, and canes of 
exquisite design and of great. valuo 
resulted. 





"Seedies” and “Kroomen.” 

There are many curious ratings in 
the navy. In the navy list there ap- 
pear the payments to be made to 
“Seedies,” “Tindals of Seedies,” and 
“Kroomen,” though not the slightest 
indication is given as to what kind of 
sailors these are.

In the South Africar campaign the 
gallant deeds of ihe Dublin Fusiliers 
groused great enthusiasm, 

The Fusiliers led the heroic charge 
which captured the Boer defences on 
Tallana hill and drove the enemy 
away from Ladysmith. The regiment 
suffercd heavily for {ts heroism. 
When the relieving force made its en- 
try Into Ladysmith a small body of 
officers and men headed Sir Redvers 
Buller's force. These were the few 
survivors of the Dublin Fusiliers. who 
had been given this place of honor. 





A Gruesome Gift. 


A gsrucsome gift was made to Lord: 
Nelson by one-of his‘captains, a mem- 
ber of the iilppirioun ‘baad of broth- 
ers,’ as be himself termed them, who 
fought under him in the-batile of the 
Nile. ‘ 

It will be remembererd that the 
French flagship {'Oricnt,-120. guns, 
one of the largest ships then afloat; 
was blown up: in the action shortly 
after tho French ‘admiral, Brueys, 
had been killed... Among the English 
ships concentrating their firc on her 
was the Swiftsure, commanded by 
Capt. Ben Hallowell, anchored astern 
of the doomed Frenchman. The bat- 
tle was begun late jn the afiernoon 
and continued well into the night. 
Soon after 9 o'clock fames shot out 
of the windows of the admiral’s cab- 
In aboard l’Orient, 

Capt. Hallowcll salved a part of 
VOrient’s mainmast, from which he 
bad aycoffin made. Less,than a year 
later he sent the coffin to Nelson. 

As to the motive, it Is recorded: 
“The pralses showered upon Nelson 
were so extravagant that,” in the op- 
inion of Czpt. Hallowell, “he necded 
2 reminder lest he should think bim- 
self immortal.” : 

Perhaps the most extraordinary 
part of the affair was that Nelson, In- 
stead of being offended, was evident- 
ly pleased with the gift.

Bombardier James Yates of the 9th 
Field Battery, Toronto, writing two 
days before the big battle, said: 

“We moved out of our former bil- 
lets (north-west-of Neuve Chapelle’) 
last Friday.

TORONTO MAN’S STORY. 

. Percy Rogers, assistunt manager of 
the Canadian National Exhibition, 
Toronto, who was going to England in 
connection with the exhibition, has 
toldga graphic story of his terrible ex- 
perience after the Lusitania had been 
struck. He says he undoubtedly 
owes his life to being a good swim- 
mer.. He said they had had a fine 
Voyage ooross, the sea had been calm 
amd fine weather contributed to a de- 
lightful trip. The Lusitania made 
nothing like maximum speed, prob- 
ably about five hundred miles a-day, 
which as travellers know is below the 
average. ; 

Everything went well till Friday 
morning. Submarines were the source 
of much conversation, but were not 
regarded with an seriousness, a4 opin- 
ions were frequently expresxed that 4 
boat with speed of the Lusitania was 
more than equal to any submarine. 
Nobody was therefore disturbed with 
the thought of being torpedoed,: Early 
Friday morning Mr. Rogers said they 
sighted the Irish coast, and entered 
intoroe slight fog. Speed wag reduced, 
but they soon came into clear atmos- 
pher again, and the pace of the boat 


was increased. 
We went down to luncheon as usual,

LONDON, May 11.—Allied troops 
on the Gallipoli Peninsula continued’ 
their advanco Friday and Saturday 
according to an Athens despatch to 
the Exchange Telegraph Company. 
They are reported to have occupied 
important positions in spite of a des-. — 
perate resistance offered by tho’ Turks 
whoso total losses are estimated at 45,- 
000 men. The hospitals in Constanti- 
nople are said-to be so crowded that 
the wounded aro being sent to Konieb 
in Asia Minor. ' 

Heavy fighting has 
on tho Gallipoli Peninsula during the 
last few days. Although accounts of 
results aro incomplete and contradic- 
tory, an official statement issued at 
Constantinople says the French and 
British troops made four attacks near 
Aviburna on Sunday but were driven 
back with heavy losses.

AMERICA'S’ ATTITUDE 
SHE WILL NOT FIGHT 


PHILADELPHIA, May 10.—(Sre- 
ciai)—President Wilson gave t& a 
gathering of 4,000 naturalized Ameri- 
cans tonight the first intimation of the 
course which the United States Govern- 
ment probably will pursue in the situ- 
ation resulting from the loss of more 
than a hundred American lives on the 
British liner Lusitania. He spoke by 
implication, but his hearers interpret- 
ed his remarks as meaning that, while 
the United Ssates would remain at 
peace, it would seek to convince Ger- 








many of the injustice to. mankind of 


the tragedy of last Friday. 

“America,” said the President, 
“must have the consciousness that on 
ull sides it touches elbows, and touch- 
es heart, with all tho nations of man- 
kind. The examplo of Amorica must 
be a special example; and must be an 
example not merely of peace, because 
it will not fight, but because peace is 
a healing and elevating influonce of 
the world, and strife is not. 

“There is such a thing as 3 man be- 
ing too prond to fight. There is such 
a thing as being so right that it does 
not need to convince others’ by force 
that it is right.” 

Tho Prosident mado no direct refor- 
ence to the Lusitania, but the audience 
‘lid not hesitate to réqd the applica- 
tion. of his statement. The President 
pointed out tho truo goal of right Am- 
erican citizenship to be aw loyalty, not 
to the country of one's birth, but to 
the land of ono'’s adoption, -

John Geddle was not merely the 
Orst Canadian foreign missionary; 
he was the frst Canadian propagan- 
dist. of foreign missions, While still 
a young, hard-working Presbyterian 
pastor in Prince Edward Island he 
felt 1t to be his duty to try to arouse 
the missionary spirit in the Nova 
Scotlan Church, which comprised 
then only thirty congregations that 
could scarcely pay Hving stipends to 
their own pastors. The largest sal- 
ary was less than five hundred dol- 
lara, and some of them pald leas 
than two hundred. For two years 
the agitation started by him went 
on, the movement gathering force 
aa it progressed,- until in 1843 a 
Board of Foreign Missions was ap- 
pointed, and when the fund of 
Promised centributions reached a 
thousand dollars Mr. Geddie was 
chosen the first missionary, with the 
New Hebrides as bis feld. 

It sounds like a miracle to eay 
that these people have become civil. 
ized, peaceful, and industrious mem- 
bers of communities over which the 
British and French nations have now 
Joint sovereign jurisdiction.

CORK, May 9.—(Dispatch to — the 
London Daily Chronicle.) —This morn- 
ing t had a talk with two young wo- 
men who travelled from New York or 
the Lusitania and wore rescued at the 
last moment almost by a_ miracle, 
Tholr experiences may bo taken as a 
sample of what hundreds of other wo- 

{men had to endure on that fatal Fri- 
day afternoon. 

The young women; Miss Barrett and 
Miss MacJonald, were travelling to- 
gether {n-the second-class cabin. Miss 
Macdonald was floating about for 
three apd a half hours before she was 
picked up, and this morning she had 
hardly recovered from the effects of 
her terrible experiences. 

Miss Barrett, who carries a bold 
spirit in a slight framo, was able to 
glvo a perfectly connected and vivid 
account of what happened. She sald: 

“Wo had gone Into tho second saloon 
and were just finishing lunch. 1 heard 
a sound something Ike the smashing 
of big dishes, and then there came a 
second and 4 + louder crash. Miss 
Macdonald and 1 started to go upstairs 
but we were thrown’ back by the 
crowd. Then the ship stopped, ond 
we managed to get up to the second 
deck, where we found sallors trying 

Tto lower the boats. 

“There was no panic and the ship's 
officers and crew went about: their 
work guletly and steadily, 1 went to 
get two life bells, but a gentleman 
standing by told us to remain where 
ywe were and he would fetch them for 
us. Me brought us two life belts and 
we put them on. 

“By this time the ship was leaning 
right over to starboard, and wo were 
both thrown-down. We managed to 
scramble to tho side of the liner. Near 
us I saw a@ rope attached to ono of the 
Hfeboats and 1 thought 1 could catch 
it. So we murmured a few words of 
prayer and then’ jumped into the wat- 
er. I missed the rope, but floated 
about In the water some time. 

“E did not lose consciousness at 
first, but the water got into my eyes 
ant mouth and J began to lose hope of 

[over soeipg my friends again. 1 could 
not see anybody near me, and then | 
must, have lost consciousness, for } 
remembered nothing more until one 
of the Lusitania‘s lifeboats came along 
The crew were pulling on board a wo- 











shouted to me, *You hold on a Hittle 
longer.’ After a time they lifted me 
out of the water, and then 1 remember 
nothing more for a time that seemed 
to be an age. 


“tn the meantime our boat had pick- 


ed up twenty others, and when I be- 
came conscious it was gelling late In 


ihe evening. -We were transferred to 


the trawler and taken to Queenstown. 
“Miss Macdonald told mo how she 
floated about nearly four hours In a

PENITENSIARY RULES 


May Banish Stone Pile—witl Tend 
to More Humane Management - 








OTTAWA, May 11.—The draft of the 
complete revision of Canadian peni- 
tentiary regulutions has been prepar- 
el in the Justice Department and is 
now ready for consideration by Hon. 
C. J. Doherty, Minister of Justice. 
The proposed revision embodics many 
changes of a more or less — revlical 
character in the regulations which 
govern the confinement of prisoners 
in penal institutes in the Dowinion. 
They louk i nthe direction of mere 
modern and perhaps more humane 
management of houses of — punish- 
ment, but it is understoud that in ac- 
cordance with the éxpressed opinion 
ofthe Minister of Justice, they will 
not be such ax to transform Canadian 
penitentiarics into “Summer resorts.” 
The new regulations are based some- 
what on the recommendations made 
hy the commission which m year azo 
investigated conditions in Portsmouth 
Penitentiary. These have all been 
since submitted te the wardens of the 
fifferent prisons for comment. ‘It ix 
understool they have not met with 
great approval by these officiyls. 

While many of the regulations of 
the Kingston Cominission will be’ in 
part adopted, some half a dozen of 
them, it is understuod, have been dix- 
carded as impracticable.

SUBMARINE EVADES .MINES 
Successtal American Experiment 
With Submerged Vessel 


Officers of submarines who have ar- 
rived in New York for the Presidea- 
tial review told yesterday of some in- 
teresting experiments, in some of 
which the naval flying corps played a 
prominent part, during the recent ¢x- 
ercises off Pensacola, Fla. 

In the acroplane experiments the a. 
vision under Lieut. Commander Hen- 
ry C. Mustin, chief of. the naeronautic 
station at Pensacola, with Lieutenants 
Kenneth Whiting and P. Nw. Bel- 
iInger and Ensign Richard C. Saufley 
and Godfred De C. Chevalier, tests 
were made with aeroplanés to discov. 
er, if possible, the presence of sub- 
marines. After the periscope was en- 
tirely submerged it was impossible 
for those in the aeroplanes to discov- 
er them. ‘Days were taken for these 
tests in Pensacolo when tho weather 
was not favorable'to either the fiyers 
of the submarines. In some of these 
tests Commander. Sterling and Licu- 
tenant Morison accompanied the na- 
val flyers.

“Pure Killing” (Canadian Officer’s_ 

-.... By British Dying Message 

Detachment of Five Hundred Ger- |‘‘I Was Not Killed, bat Murdered’ 
mans Apnihilated—Not a Man ~Shot by Germans After 


LONDON, May 12.—C. J. C, Clayton, 
a New Zealander, who is serving with 
the British Red Cross and is now 
wounded, brings a message from Capt. 
R.A. S. Allen, of the fifth Canadian 
battalion, who comes from Vancouver, 
and who died of wounds in a hospital 
at Boulogne, May 2, confirming the 
story of the crucifixtion of 2 Canadian 
sergeant by the Germans. Clayton 
says: 

“Allen died in my arms Ho gave 
me this message: “Tell the world, es- 
pecially in Canada; whore my wife 
lives, that I was not killed, but mur- 
dered. Also tell Canadians throughout 
the Dominion to rally to help the boys 
at front. 1 was taken prisoner by the 
Germans. The enemy, being hustled, 
dropped me deliberately and shot me 
In the stomach, - I ask you to tell this 
to all our people. 

“Alen went on to declare that he 
and a medical officer, major aml oth- 
ers all signed a sworn statement  at- 
testing the truth of a detailed record 
of the crucifixtion. A Canadian ser- 
geant was Ued up by the arms. and 
legs to a tree and pierced sixty times 
by Germay bayonets.”

United Kingdom, $1,010,367; France, 
$703,469; Belgium, $124,283; Ger- 
many, $182,033; and Russia, $2,160, 
making an aggregate of $2,022,312. 

As we sold abroad last year $2,- 
983,987 worth, it is at once apparent 
that our export trade in canned Job- 
sters has almost disappeared. 

Neutral purchases last year were: 
United States, $808,296; Denmark,

Continues to Hold Recent Strength 
Chiefly From Export Demand 


NEW YORK, May 12.—Talk of war 
has not disturbed the steel market 
this week, according to reports from 
manufacturing -centres, Heavy con- 
tracts placed here by the Russian 
Government. for cars and rails are 
mentioned’ with others in sight. The 
Iron Age says; 

“As yet the possibility of war has 
not proved disturbing to the steel 
trade. There are no cancellations or 
any other features that might be look- 
ed for in a graye crisis. The situation 
in fact, holds the strength gained in 
the past two months. War orders and 
other foreign business have figured so 
largely in the industry of late that the 
chance of more war does not cause 
alarm. A first effect would be an in- 
creased home demand in somo lines, 
and deliveries on foreign orders would 
suffer. 

“Russian rail ang car_ requirements 
are of immediate interest. Contrary 
© reports rail contracts have not been 
placed, but two steel companies ex- 
pect to roll 30,000 tons each for Russia 
and the total purchases will be around 
100,000 tons. Still larger amounts are 
talked of for-the Trans-Siberian rail- 
road. ; 

“Steel makers do not disguise their 
dissatisfaction with the volume of 
purely domestic bustness and. the 
more or less precarious character of 
the foreign demand. At the samo time 
it Is pointed out that if a real railroad 
demands develops, the Industry would 
os be running to capacity.”

Mr. William Laidlaw, K.C., argued 


for the shareholders ‘hat the certifi- 
cate of incorporation of the bank was 
not issued in regular fashion, that the 
Farmers Bank was not therefore pro- 
perly a bank, and so its shareholders 
were not liable under the provisions 
of the bank act. Mr. James Bain, K.C. 
and Mr. C. C. Robinson, for the Naui- 
dators opposed this view. 

According to the facts siated in the 
judgment, Mr. Lindsay applied on 
June 27, 1906, for five’ shares of the 
capital stock of-the Farmers Bank of 
Canada. His name was entered in the 
subscription book, and on July 4 the 
stock was allotted to him by the pro- 
visional directors. He attended on No- 
vember 26 an organization meeting of 
the subscribers for stock of the bank, 
and subsequently was pald five divi- 
dends of $10 cach upon his share. 
His name as a sharcholder is‘still on 
the bank's books. In the settling of 
the bank's affairs under the Dominion 
winding-up act, the liquidators applicd 
to place the name of Mr, Lindsay upon 
the Hst of contributories. He disputed, 
the right to havo his name so settled. 

Two defences were raised by: Mr. 
Laidlaw on behalf of the shareholders, 
the judgment continues, The first was 
that the Dominion Parliament has not 
jurisdiction to empower the court to 
delegate its powers under the winding- 
up act. With regard to the second, 
that Mr. Lindsay is not a shareholder 
undor the terms of tho bank act, the 
Judgment holds that he fs, since the 
provisions of the bank act In regard 
to stock subscription and allotment 
werg ocplied with. In accordance with 
the=raling ({n’another. case, he would 
be so even if a'certificate had not 
been issued by the Treasury Board.

BRITISH FORCES IN 
. NEED OF SHELLS 


LONDON, May 15.—A strong plea 
for greater supplics of ammunition is 
mado by the Times currespondent in 
Northern France. He attributes chief- 
ly the lack of an unlimited supply of 
high explosive shells the disappointing 
resulta of British attacks in tho dis- 
trict of Fromelies and Richebourg. By 
way of contrast he records the fact 
that the French, who co-operated in a 
combined. morement against the Ger- 
man lines, fired 276 rounds of hizh ex- 
‘plosives per yun in one day and level: 
led the Gefman defences to the ground. 
The correspondent says: 

“It is important for an understand- 
ing of the British share in the week's 
operations to rehlize we are suffering 
certain . disadvantages which make 
striking successes difficult to achieve. 
Two armies, those of the Crown Prince 
of Bavaria and the Duke of Wurtem- 
berg, are still in our front holding at 
full atrength lines which are supported 
by formidable artillery and are not to 
be taken casily. Secondly, we are still 
suffering from the aftermath of the 
first gas attack at Ypres. 

“(At Fromelies and Richebouns we 
found the enemy much more strongly 
posted than we expected. We lacked 
high explosives to level his parapets. 
When our iufantry gallantly stormed 
the trenches they found a garrison un- 
dismayed, many entanglements still in- 
tact, and maxims on all sides ready to 
pour in streams of bullets. We were 
unable to maintain ourselyes in’ the 





trenches won, and our reserves were|

“Until we are thoroughly equipped

(8) By keeping 1 record of the 
breedifg and origin of all foxes held 
in captivity by members of the Asso- 
clation, by collecting, preserving and 
publishing data and documents relat 
ing to,the same, »(b) By establishing 
“gtandards of breeding, and carrying 
outa system of registration for its 
members. (c) By adopting means 
from time to time for the protection 
of its members engaged in the props- 
- gation, and breeding of foxes in com- 
plinnce with this Act or any by-law 
or regulations thereunder, 

Other means will also be taken to 
place the industry on a sure basis in 
order to merit the confidence of the 
people. 

Membership in the Association shall 
consist of individuals, partnerships, 
voluntary associations amd incorpor- 
ated companies who are owners of 
foxes registered or enrolled in the Ax 
sociation, provided they have con 
formed to all the regulations of- this 
Act and its by-laws and amendments. 
There shall be a board of directory of 
fifteen members five-from each coun 
ty who shall be elected for a term of 
thre years, five of which shall go out 
of office each year. 

Any company about to organize, 
that .wishea. to. obtain membership in 
this Association, must submit a copy 
of their prospects to the Executive 
of the” Association before offering 
their Capital Stock for subscription. 
The Executive before giving a certifi- 
cate of-approval to the prospectus, 
must satisfy themaclves that the com- 
pany is not over-capitalized and that 
it is right in every particular. 

The’ Directors shall make by-laws 
providing for the enrolment and reg- 
istration of all foxes owned by mem- 
bers in or ouftside of the Province. 

Another. Fox. Act passed is called 
the Fox Enrolment Act, which pro- 
vides that the Department of Agricul- 
ture shall keep a register for. the en- 
rolment of foxes. This enrolment is 
tot, however, compulsory, but any

- The report of-the ‘Committee up 
pointed by the British Government 
to enquire into the charges. of 
atrocities committed by German sol- 
diers—which “was ‘published at con- 
siderable length, in Jast Saturday's 
Intelligencer—must’ have convinced 
the most sceptical persoy as:to the 
truth of the accusations.

Treated Them Like Slaves, ©

Mr. Walter ©, Airey, of Capetown, 
South Alrica, who was fighting three 
months against the Germans and the 
rebels before he left home, is at the 
Windsor, Montreal, and says that the 
fight this time was a panic. He was 
glad to hear that General Botha had 
captured the capital of German South- 
west Africa, adding that this deliver. 
ed about four-fifths of the whole coun- 
try into British hands. There are, he 
saya, about twelve thousand Germans 
in the country, most of whom were 
reservists, and Mr. Airey confirms 
the statement that everything that the 
Teutons had done in that colony had 
been with a view to conquering Bri- 
tish South Africa. As their railways 
converged on Russia on the east and 
Belgium and France on the west, so 
did the .colonial lines in German 
Southwest Africa converge on British 
territory.

Though an American citizen, am 
‘| not'a neutral; 1 want to seo.the Ger- 
qmans get the whacking of thelr lives. 
Still, 1 will try to give as falr a picture 
of the conditigns there, as 1 cary 1 
fave “visited Germany, regularly for 


Berlin “in the closing days of last 
Jane, and have wandered up and 


before last.” And what strikes me on’ 
‘coming to England is that there aro 
three things you are all wronk about 
in this countryy. These things are un- 
employment in Germany, the food sup- 
ply, and the number of Germans still 
not called to the colors. y 

As to unemployment, It simply does 
not exist.: Throughout. the length and 
breadth of. the cquntry there {s no au- 
dible wort ct chaplain} as to labor 
conditions and rates of wages, No 
strikes; no downing of: tools, or 
threats to down them; no agitations 
for increases of pay. 

Now as to the-food supply. 1 don’t 
believe there fs any real scarcity of 
food, nor any real prospect of any. 
During the last month I have been in 
Leipzig, Munich, Dusseldorf, just to 
take three representative places. My 
food in those three cities was as ex- 
cellent in quality and aa generous In 
quantity as it would have been In Lon- 
don, or Liverpool or Manohester, and 
at lower rates than I should have 
been charged in any considerable Eng- 
lish city. The bread, it is true, was 
“war bread,”'and poor stuff it is, but 
that was the only. notable difference. 

But, you will say, why all this Goy- 
ernment taking over of supplies, these 
bread tickets, potato flour, and the 
rest of it? Well, the German, or rath- 
er the Prussian has an inbotn gift for 
organization—he would rather organ- 
ize even If things went right auloma- 
fically—iha this is, roughly, how he 
argues:“The British fleet and our en- 
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increasing very rapidly, grimly and! 
unceasingly to prepare for the next 
war, We shall not always have to 
meet) Russia, France and Britain In 
combination. “And-any one of these 
threé powers singly we could smash. 
as one cracks a nut.”

In these remarks it 'will, be noticed 
hat my old Leipzig friend: spoke in 
hile excitement as if 1 were an English- 
manor a Frenchman.

Yet this is 
the most moderate-minded business 
man with whom I have talked in Ger- 
T™many since war broke out. 


The hatred of England is the most 
astonishing thing [n its. indlscriminat- 
ing fury of all the phenomena which 
have struck me'in the last six months 
in Germany. It is universal, impla- 
cable, of the foam! he-mouth var- 
lety. I have never seen anything ie 
it, I€ you people in England look up- 
on it as confined to a small section In 
the Fatherland you will be woefally. 
deceived. Lisauer's “Hymn of Hiate"¢ 
is truly representative of the people 
as & whole. It {s not @ bit of good re- 
garding It, for instances an only carry: 
Ing a few hotheads with {1, In the 
same way that Kipling only spoke for 
very few Englanders in some of his 
empty-headed jingles about foreigners. 
Mt is universal. In all my travels I 
have only heard about threo men dis- 
own or discourage it. They hate you 
with a paasion so terrible that if they 
could but secure your undoing they 
weed fall on the necks of France and 
Russia tomorrow and even made ter- 
ritorlal concessiona to them. 

I have not written a word about this 
side of the business more than the 
facts warrant. There is no “hot alr’ 
about it, And Iam sure that whatever 
the issue of the war, and whatever the 
final terms of peace may be, you won't 
get rid Of this hate for fifty years. it

Dear Mother,— 

I suppose you haye heard’ by tins| 
time all about the battle we.are in, 
and it still rages, shells bursting all 
around here, where I am ttrying to 
write. 

Our guns were out of action, since 
about the first of April, until tho 23rd. 
On the night of the 22nd the enemy 
made the attack. We were on the out- 
skirts of a Belglum town taking things 
casy, and watching the aeroplanes be- 
ing shelled. The sky was clear, so 
the acroplanes had a xood chance. 
About six o'clock we noticed a German 
acroplane throwing signals, when all 
at once the artillery started to fire 
and kept up a heavy fire till next 
morning, when we got orders to move 
off. ~ 

At nine-thirty we started, and had, 
not gone far, when we met the refu- 
gees, and it was a shame. Old men 
and women hardly able*to walk and 
carrying some little keep sakes tied up 
in a handkerchief and every little 
ways we'd mect a few German prison- 
ers coming out. About 12 o'clock we 
halted and had a bite to cat, and fed 
our horses. We.reached the town 
about 2 o'clock, and it seemed to be 
burning in places.

We get a few wounded every day, 
hut up to date our casualtics have 
been veF¥ light. Our men have been 
complimented on their great work and 
coolness, when In action and you will 
have more reason than cver to be 
proud of them before long 1 feel cer 
tain. 

Our dressing station is only about 
two miles from the firing linc and oy* 
advanced dressing station closer still 
We have accommodation for about 400 
in case of emergency. We do not keep 
them longer than ono day, exeept in 
special casea, but send them to hospl- 
tals by motor convoys. We have seven 
motor ambulances and 3 horse ambu- 
lances,’ which we employ to fetch pa- 
tients from the regimental aid ports 
and our own advanced dressing station 
to this station, but as a rule our mot- 
ors do not evacuate further than our 
dressing station. Most of the wounded 
8o far are from the trenches and have 
head and ugSer extremity wourids 
The coolness of the wounded is re-

Presently another soldier camo from 
another poition and, recognizing ber 
Majesty, exclaimed: ‘Oh, the Queen.’” 
All. the soldiers, of course, rose and 
stood at attention. 

Her Majesty, after expressing kind 
wishes for their welfare, lelt the

j .-These guns are one of the things 
that cannot be placed in one end of 
a machine in the form of raw mater- 
tal and come out finished at the other, 
but each requires a great deal of care- 
ful and accurate work, and In conse- 
quence the production Is slow.

IN THE TRENCHES, | April 22— 
Sometimes. we men of the trenches es- 
cape from the horrors, never to re- 
turn. How one of us did the trick is 
a tragedy that has been — repeated 
thousands upon thousamls of times 
in this war, in both the German and 
French trenches. 

The only furlough we get Is the six 
days of rest-out of the trenches, + 

Since the early days of the war our 
Joffre set his foot down on home-ga 
ing, lecause of the demoralizing cf- 
fect on the sokliers aml their families, 
because of the renewal of the tears 
and the adieux which broke anew the 
hearts that felt.a departure meant 3 
last farewell, Those of us whe are 
not killed or wounded during our stay 
in the trenches; which is sometimes 
two, sumetines six days, are permit- 
fed to rest for a corresponding period 
so that we may renew our strength 
for the other long, atrocious days and 
nights. 

Only the drainmen of London or the 
sewer cleancrs of Paris can perhaps 
teally appreciate our condition, 1 
have compared our lifo to that of the 
troguludytes, the savages of Africa 
whe in ancient times shellered them- 
relves in caverns, a name in modern 
time applied to certain birds and gpr- 
iMas, which live in damp, under- 
ground places. 

But done of these trogludytes could 
lead the life we live and lung survive 
it. Nor can the trenches built by the 
atacking armies about besiezed cas- 
tles int the Middle Ages, or those built 
for defense in the Crimean war or-in 
the American Civil war, cowpare to 
those of today. a

ed before the Kipling of ada 
came fo the conclusion that his par- 
enta were right and that the work 
of-a bank clerk was his forte. 
“Twas tired,” be says, “of belng 














once more I sought a altuation in a 
bank. I was tamed down, and then 
I had a stroke of luck that changed 
my whole desting. For at the height 
of the gold rush F was sent to the 
Yakon by the bank which employed 
me, and remained there for eight 
years. The extraordinary virility 
and color of the life. made a great 
Impression on ‘ne, and it was during 
the solitary walks I used to take as 
a cure for dyspepsia that I first be- 
gan to write. 

“I had read so many stories of 
the North, and I had read so much 
Kipling that I began, out of sheer 
boredom, to versify, Kipling fash- 
jon.” 

Mr. Service, however, thought so 
little of his work at that time that 
the verses which emanated fi his 
pen were thrown into the bottom of 
trunk, and lay there for some time. 
One lucky day, however, he came 
across them and read them to a 
friend. ‘This friend thought “they 
weren't soybad for an amateur,” and 
suggested ‘that Mr. Service should 
have some of them printed and hand 
them round to his friends as a 
Christmas card. 

“This, however, struck me as 
rather foolish,” he says, ‘and hap- 
pening to receive a bonus of one 
hundred: dollars, I took the plunge, 
sent my. verses to a publisher, and 
told him to go ahead and print them 
at my expense."’ 

The rest, according to Mr. Service, 
reads like a fairy story, for the pub- 
lisher was so Impressed with the 
merit of the verses that he insisted 
on publishing them on a royalty 
basis, and before Mr, Service realiz- 
ed what a genius he was his verses 
shad reached the seventh edition, and 
they have been selling ever alnce, 


A Remarkable Corps. 

Perhaps the most remarkable corps 
training In Canada just now is the 
Fourth Brigade of Fielk: Artillery en- 
camped at Toronte and Guelph. 

They were selected in the first 
place on the score of their high stand- 
ard of education, The} are men who 
are more than ordinarily smart, men- 
tally.

There are several college professors 
and demonstrators, ¢ngineers and 
mechanics of all <inds, Thece ts noth- 
ing in the matter of technical skill 
that the Fourti Brigade cannot do 
Then in its ranks are a number 
men who -have been in the roy 
navy. All of the twelve men who 
man the limber guns are éx-‘navy men 
——the limber gunner is realty the 
caretaker of the-machine, as it were 
—and ail are excellent men, reliable, 
and careful mechanics. 

Next the men‘are selocted for their 
good moraltharacter. “We bave no 
time,” remarkea Lt.-Col. Brown, the 
commander of the brigade, ‘'to both- 
er with men of indifferent character. 
Artillery work is so technical that it 
is only men of the higher type who 
have sufficient assiduity to master 
it.”

‘The “Moodns noises,” familiar to old 

residents 6£ Moodus and East Had. 
dam, Conn. are probably kindred phe 
nomena, although, they seem to be 
somewhat more definitely associated 
with subterranean earth shocks than 
are. typica} brontidi, and the same may 
be sald of ‘the gouffre of Haiti, which— 
at least in some cases—tis easily recog: 
nized as of.subterranean origin. 
+ Although systematic investigations 
of brontid! are of recent date, occtr- 
rences of the phenomena have been re- 
corded from early times. Lord Hacon 
mentions “an extraordinary noise In 
the sky when thero ts no thunder,” 
and similar sounds were known tu 
Humboldt and Boussingavlt, Captain 
Sturt, a pioneer explorer of Austraila, 
wrote in 1820: 

“About 3 p. m. of Feb. 7 (during the 
Australian summer) Mr. Hum and { 
wero occupled tracing the chart apon 
the ground. The day bad been re 
markably fine. Thero was not a cloud 
in the hearens nor a breath of air to 
be felt.

Fuel Lor 
boiling the sap is aw big Hem, the 
averarpe requirements being 10 cords 
of‘ mixed hard and soft wood for 
1,000 trees, 

Once the great pine forests of all 
Ol. Ontarlo was pigntifully diversi- 
hed with maple busy, erations 
of original settlers andMarmers bave 
thinned both out woefully. Happy 
the Ontario farmer who to-day cau 
boast bis bush lot of even 300 oF 
400 sugar maples. Ia Use same as 
money. Places in Ontario around 
which there still remain iinportant 
sugar-making activilies arc ‘Troy, 
Gowanstown, Cargill, cira, Latone 
taine, Waterloo, Keenersyille, Wrox. 
eter, Cookston, Bloomfield, Martin- 
town, etc., but there’s seurcely any 
county where sor tapping has not 
been going on tht ray. In the 
small bushes they are sull employ- 
ing “old grand-dad’s way" of years 
back. Warm days and cold nights 
are best for a food run, Into the 
half-inch auger-hole, about three 
fect. from the ground, gocs the 
“spile’ on which the pall is bung lo 
catch the sweety Sow, This metal 
spile was a hollowed out sumach 
branch in old tines, and deprives 
the modern farmer of mypch ‘whit- 
tling and. pith-poking “for winter 
evenings. - The greatest improves 
ments are noted at the bush “kit- 
chen.” The “evaporator” replaces 
the old-fashioned boiling pot that 
turned the sap to sugar, and the 
latest improved cvaporators are 
quite elaborate and thorough Io 
thelr get-up. Sometimes two of 
these flat, broad, sheet-iron affairs 
are us¢d, the sap entering the frst 
or “warmer,” and passing after fil- 
tration to the second or “ecvaporas 
tor,” sleadily flowing in a shallow, 
down-grade stream past alternating 
copper partitions, from side to side; 
when the sap reaches the far end the 
heat of the fire below ‘will havo turn- 
ed it into a thin syrup. This is re- 
moved and filtered and set In shapes 
to “grain” or solidify into sugar; 
while the drippings therefrom are 





















ned and labelled “‘maple syrup— 
warranted pure!”

On the Firing Line, 
Belginin, May 7th, 1915. 
Dear Mr. Bowell: << ~ 

The goodness of Providence permits 
me to write all you people at- home 
once again. I am sure they are all 
anxious to hear tidings of the brave 
lads who felt home with | the First 
Contingent, and have since, won fame 
and crowned with glory the name of 
Canada und her gallant sons by their 
brilliant exploits in one of the great- 
est battles of the present war and in 
British history. Wo are proud—justly 
proud—of the fact, and_it-is an inspir- 
ation to us because we have proved to 
the world that the British Lion's Cubs 
ere possessed of the same metal as the 
old Lion himself. 

You all have heard the story of what 
the infantry did, and those acquaiat- 
ed with the situation and formation of 
the line here will appreciate the fol- 
lowing brief sketch of the part the boys 
of Bellevillo’s Fighting Sith Battery 
—now a part of tie 2nd Battery, Ist 
Brigade—played T#Ahe battle. We 
were iu the thickest part of it from he- 
ginning to‘end, an“ while writing thir 
in my dugpit by the flickering light of 
a candle,/tie vattio is still raging on 
our right. Outside a drizzling rain is 
falling, and the dark sky is.lit up by 
the flare tockets of the onemy. The 
flashes of our guns Looming defiance 

"in reply to the enemy's, shells scream 
ing and bursting near, the white, 
ghostly glare of Mares, reveul moment- 
arily the solitude of the surrounding 
landscape, presenting a weird and 
striking picture. The rattle of rifles 
and rat-a-tat-tat of machine guds tells 
us that the infantry are busy—but this 
is Hearen to us after our fourteen days 
in tho inferno I shall endeavor to de- 
scribe, but which begzara description. 
for it is impossible to accurately de- 
scribe by pen or picture the scenes pre 
sented during the heat of battle. 

On the 20th of April our section (the 
right) A sub-section and B sub-section 
of the 2nd Battery, Ist Brigade, under 
command of Col. McLaren of Ottawa, 
were ordered to take up a position, re- 
lieving the. right section of the Sth 
Battery, 2nd Brigade, of Montreal. 
We had just enjoyed a two weeks’ rest 
since ovr month in the trenches, and 
aftor the battle of Neuve Chapelle. We 
accomplished our task under cover 0) 
darkness without incident. We wer 
in. one of tho most forward position: 
on the front occupied by our Canadian 
and French troops. Those who are ac 
quainted with the formation of th: 
Hine hero will perhaps grasp approxi 
mately the position we held, We were 
on the crest of a hill, our trenches just 
beneath the crest.

Our ship was a siuall steamer, not 
becding a numerous crew. We usually 
carried elghtcen men. including cap- 
tain and mate, I being mate, but now

Gne evening one of ovr regular crew 
came to we and told me that the 
strangers had taken weapons from the 
ship's armory/nnd hidden them in the 
hold. - The faptain was astecp in bis 
cabin at time, and I preferred to 
act on the {nformation rather. than 
wake him up.~iie was o headstrong 
man and was Ilable to give our ene 
mies (be advantage by some rash act. 

I sent for the man who had been 
Spokesman when we met them nad 
asked him whether he and his men 
preferred to make some other port 
tlun Melbourne.

1 did this to put the strangers off 
their guard and gain time. [t was ert 
dent, from their not wishing to go 
ashore in Austrailan territory, that 
they were criminals. After consulting 
with the others the leader came back 


-and told me that they would like to be

part decked orer..Of course they would 
peed to be prorisioned. 

This twas a dead gireaway on their 
part snd showed that they were des 
pornte, for they had no knowledge of 
narigntion and would be at the mercy 
of the winds and waters. 1 pretended 
to nerede to their request ond di- 
rected that they come on deck and get 
the boat rendy to be lowered. As soon 


tan they went to work 1 sent men to 


collect the weapons they had stolen. 
When this was donc I stationed men 
fn different parts of the vessel, all 
armed. . Then 3 began to send the 
strangers in different directions for 
different articles they would need on 
thelr voyage. Some were sent for pro- 
vislons,;somo for water, some for 
blankets, some for fuel. 

I Gret ordered their spokesman, who 
‘was leader ax well, to take two men 
with bim and so down to the hold for 
some salt pork, He obeyed and three 
out of the nine men went below not 
tuo renppear again, for a soon as they 
got Into the dark bold hands were 
clapped on their mouths and they were

A RARE OLL DIARY. 





Journal of John G. Howard Contains 
Many Interesting Entries, 

“Op tho morning of the 25th— 
Christmas Day—i shot a deer and 
some quail at the rear part of High 
Park, near Bloor strect,"’ say an cn- 
try for 1837 In the diary of the late 
John .G. Howard, printed in a quaint 
old volume which Nr. W. C. Wilkin- 
son, secretary of the Toronto Board 
of Education, recently unearthed In 
bis library. Mr. Howard, one of the 
most notable characters in tho.carly 
history of Toronto, is best remember- 
ed as the donor of High Park to the 
city. He kept a daily journal of the 
doings of Toroato in the carly days, 
and in 1888 published the gist of it in 
book form, now a. rare volume which 
a very fow Torontcnians ave so fortu- 
nate as to possess. © Mr. Wilkinson 
has, besides the printed. volume, an 
actual yolume of the dlary from tbe 
year 1849 to 1855 in Mr. Howard's 
handwriting, and so rich is it in lit- 
tle {tems of Irterest. personal ar 
well as historical, that Mr. Wilkinson 
intends to feave it to the Provincial 
Archivist. 

The item about deer and qual! 
hunting in High Park is not the only 
one of Interest. From the date. of 
his omigration to Canada In 1832 to 
his death, Mr. Howard's Hfe was full 
of event, In 1832, with his wife, he 


set sail on a smal: ship: for Canada, 
taking eleven weeks and threo Ways 


















from London to York {Toronto 

On Janding on Canadian soil so 
wkere In the gulf, Mr. Howard sald? 

“At first _we.walked about with 
great caution, expecting to sce wild 
beasts and reptile’. I shot a grouse, 
a dozen snipe, cte., nicked a quart of 
wild gooseberries, und lost about a 
pint of blood by the mosguitoes aad 
sand fics." 

He arrived In Toronto at six in 
thé morning, on Sept. 14, 1832. Mr. 
Howard was a trained architect and 
surveyor, and ‘expected to find em- 
ployment at once from the Canadian 
Government. He cxperienced” many 
hardships, however, crtil bis worth 
was made known, «nd then ho de- 
signed most cf tLe houses of Toronto, 
and later, as City Engineer, erected 
most of the civic ouildings, including 
Queen Street Asylum, the old court- 
house and jafl, the old market, and 
most of the bigger buildings on Front 
street. . 

‘“The Lord Bishop Stewart. of 
Quebec, called to pay bls respects to 
Mrs, Howard, whe was busy washiog 
In one corner of tho kitchen. Sbe 
took her hands out of the wash tub 
and the bishop shook tands with 
her.”* 

“In 1832 1 built Dr. Widner's cot- 
tage on Front street, Thomas Mcr> 
cer Jones’ ville on th. corner of York 
and Front <trects, Chewett’s Bulld- 
ings, and the Lritish Coffee House, 
whore the Rossin House now siands.”” 

“In 1834, the fics’ Mayor, William 
Lyon Mackeazic, employed me as 
City Surveyo’, and 1 pu. down the 
fast 11-foot plank sidonaths on King 
3trect.”” 

“On Tharreay, Dee. 7tb, 1837, I 
tn3 the richt win, of tho scouting

He conceived the railroad from 

the Cape to Calro, almost comsum- 
mated when he gave way’ to the 
greatest conqueror, Death; while 
America’s railroad monarchs and en- 
gineers are 2tllt dreaming of ‘the 
inter-continental steel tics between 
the two western continents and from 
the northern one through British 
America and Alaska across the nar- 
row strait that separates the Ameri- 
cas from ithe Russias, which en- 
gincers say could be more casily 
negotiated than can be the Dar- 
danelles or the Bosphorus, 

What bad been called Rhodes’ 
dream was almost made a reality be 
fore his death. One of bis accom: 
plishments which had come near the 
hearts of Americans was his endow- 
ment out of his millions of the 
Rhodes scholarship for the higher 
education at Oxford “University of 
the most accomplished American 
and German students. He included 
German students in the belief that 
{t would tend to unite more closely 
the bond of friendsbip between Eng- 
land and Germany. Possibly it may 
be sald that this ts the only one of 
the splendid dreams of Cecil Rhodes 
which has not. “‘come true.”

Son of an adventurous naval cap- 
tain, “Holf Boldrewood,” or to give 
bim his real tame, Thomas Alexander 
Browne, the auther of that famous 
story, “Robbery Under Arms,” vho 
bas just died, had one of the most 
romantic careers In the annals of lit- 
erature.

Completed Half8 Century ‘in the 
Ministry of the Mothodist

Mrs. Maley, 19 East Market square, 
Brockville, a clergyman xnoyy 
throughout Ontario, the Rev. Stephen 
Card.

Coming from Austria she left her 
parents and took s position as nurse 
girl at Princé Albert. Though still in 


“her teens, Olga was a stout, well de- 


veloped girl and in her charge was 
placed a 9-year-old child. 


In a fit of anger one day Olga killed 


the child with a shovel. She was plac- 


ed on trial at Prince Albert and found 
guilty of manslaughter, but owing to 
her youth was not given the extreme 
penalty, Instead she was sentenced to 
serve ten years in prison. A year 
later she was paroled to the children’s 
home in Winnipeg. One day, while out 
wajking with the matron, Olga escap- 
ed and though a thorough search of 
the city was made she eluded all her 
pursuers. 


Three Months In Hiding 


How she, a lonely, penniless young 
girl, with always the fear of arrest 


_ upon her, Ilved in the great city for 


next three months {fs:not known. But 
one day a family living on the — aut- 
skirts,of the city found her in a faint, 
ing condition. Tho girl was, nearty 
dead from starvation and cold, as the 
winter had come’on and her clothes 
were in rags. Olga was fortunate. 
The house to which she had come was 
occupied by a kindly old couple who 
took the walf to thelr hearts and made 
a home forher. . 

Concealing her identity with preco- 
cious artfulness, Olga lived with them 
for some time, Always the fear of ar. 
rest must have hung heavy over her in 
a city where she knew so many were 
looking for her. She began to _ per- 
suade her rescuers to allow her to go 
to the country where the old couple's 
son lived on a farm some ninety milez 
north of Winnipeg. Unwillingly they 
consented. 

The move was the girl’s undoing, for 
she had hardly been there a month 
when one day a visitor from Prince Al- 
bert saw her and wrote the authorities 
at Ottawa, An official was sent from 
the East to the farm and notified the 
girl she was under arrest. Olga was 
coolness personified. She appeared to 
accept the circumstances philosophic- 
alty. “I will go and get my things,” 
she informed the official and disap- 


~ peared up the stairs to her room.

Olga Again Escapes 
Little dreaming that he had a clever 
and resourceful person to deal with in 
this young’ girl, who looked like a 
mere child the official sat down to wait 
her return, But Olga did not return.

NORTH OF FRANCE May 26—Such 
incredible tenacity. and disregard of 
waste of life are being displayed by 
the Germans in their furious attack 
northeast of Ypres that the execution 
done by the British artillery fire upon 
La Brassee and the Germans’ second 
line near that place and the progress 
made by the French, north of Arras 
toward Visay, become of merely sub- 
ordinate Interest. < 

Though clouds of gas were project- 
ed again and again toward the British 
trenches, the Germans never succeed- 
ed in their attack.on Monday in put- 
ting the Ines In serious danger though 
they did gain a footing In some of the 
trenches; but the front as a whole was 
successfully held. 

A terrific bombardment was opened 
in the course of the night. it proved a 
continuous hall of shell, that showed 
clearly-that the Germans Intended to 
advance at all costs by sheer weight 
of metal and men. Under this appal- 
ling avalanche'of steel and high ex 
plosive the British more themselves 
wonderfully, though suffering heavy 
losses. They steadily awaited the on- 
Tushes that were to follow. Then 
thelr opportunity came. 

Suddenly in the moonlight the Ger- 
mans swarmed up one of their trench- 
es and began to form for the advance. 
The British artillery and machine 
guns, assisted by the French artilé 
lery, let loose a tornado of lead among 
them, mowing down like grass; but 
with absolute disregard of the slaugh- 
;ter, the German troops continued to 
reform themselves into massed col- 
umns and then started to advance in 
their old style formation. Six times 
in succession I} am told, their columns 
swung forward to utter annihilation; 
that all this colossal sacrifice of life 
ylelded them nothing, excepta few 
ruined farnis. 


Meanwhile, to prevent the French 
and Belgians on the British left from 
advancing and causing a diversion, the 
Germans turned upon their lines about 
Steenstraete thé same artillery fire 
of which the British had been the 
firat recipients. It is reported that 
the Frerich and Belgians did not suf- 
fer greatly in elther los# of ground or 
men.

OTTAWA, May 27.--In 
with the request of the delegation of 
Canadian mayors that 
taken by the Dominion Government 
to relieve unemployment, it is an- 
nounced that thes Government will 
continue the construction of all pub- 
lic works under contract in Canada. 
The total expenditure. of the Domin- 
ion for the year, apart from the wur, 
will reach $200,000,000, while the war 
expenditure will add $100,000,000 ad- 
ditional. The Federal Government is 
therefore raising about $1,000,00 per 
day exclusive of Bundays, to main- 
tain its existing programme and carry 
on the war. To do this the Govern- 
ment has its revenues under the re- 
cent taxation measures and such 
funds as it can borrow in London, the 
latter being strictly limited by the 
British treasury to expenditures up- 
mm works under contract, the Imper- 
‘al Government desiring to conserve 
the money market,- for its own issues 
for wor purposes.

At the end of the second attack thia 
position remained untaken, thanks to 
the Germans’ liberal use of that gas;

AVENGING HIS BROTHER 


Pte. Percy Coulson, of Toronto, 
writing of the battle of Langemarck, 
says: 
“The battle lasted all through the 
day and continued hotly all the next 
day. It was awful to see regiment 
after regiment of British Tommies go 
up to reinforce and only a few come 
back. Eventually we were relieved 
from that front line and put in re- 
serve, where we remained in different 
positions for the rest of the seventeen 
daysy = 

“Believe” me, if anybody deserves 
and needs a Yest it is the Canadian 
division. The gas the enemy uses is 
horrible and kills the men while they 
are standing doing their duty, The 
usé of the gas alone condemns the 
enemy as cowards, ‘ 

“One Highlander of the 'Iéth Batta- 
tion, who was in the charge, had his 
brother killed beside him. When he 
got to the enemys lines one German 
put up his hand for mercy. But the 
cnly mercy he pot was. a bayonet 
thrust, and as the fellow dealt him 
the blow he said: “There you—take 
that, that is for my brother.’ ” 





“ARTILLERY THAT COUNTS” 

Major Victor C. Buchanan of Mont- 
real, an officer of the 13th Battalion, 
writing immedistely after  Lange- 
marck, says: ‘We. were literally 
Llown out of where we had dug in. 
The Germans certainly are good gun- 
ners. We have practically lost all our 
outfits. My razors, glasses, etc., 
everything but my bed, which was 
away in the rear, but we pick up ra- 
zors and things, of the stuff round, 
and dead bodies I regret to say are 
numérous. We bury the men, but the 
horses fill the roads and ditches. War 
is certainly a ferrible game, and the 
suffering is awful. : 

“The Germans certainly da not 

lack artillery, and the shell fire and 
machine guns go at it. We are awake 
all night getting rations and watér 
distributed, Lut have to lie low in the 
daytime, so 93 not to give our posi- 
tion away. 
“Sixty per cent. of our fellows are 
‘illed, wounded, and missing, so we 
need some reorganization. We ure @ 
motley looking lot in all kinds of un- 
iforms—but we still lave the spirit 
and only hope to get at closer quar- 
ters—but it is artillery that counts, 
and the allies will win out eventual- 
ly.

German Aireraft Cannot. Do Serious 
_ Harm, Says Hudson Maxim. 
Hudson Maxim, the famous war ex: 
pert, Inventor and author, has the fol- 
lowing to say about*the Zeppelin air 
raid on England: 

The German air raid on England 
fully demonstrates the \impractica- 
bility of the Zeppolin as an engine of 
war. Germany has been threaten: 
ing to blow up the British Isles with 
tho bombs that her great gas bag: 
might drop out of the heavens, and J 
dare say many thousands of timid 
Anglo-Saxons havo prayed against the 
coming of that fatal day. 

Now at last the much vaunted and 
long-anticipated Zeppelin invasion 
has come, and what js the result? 
Four or. five peaceful eltizens kilicd 
and a few thousand pounds of pro- 
perty damage. Indeed, I believe this 
Rort of fighting which Germany 
thought would throw the British in- 
to a state of terror and perhaps 
hasten the day of Teuton victory, 
will do England more good than 
harm. 

It wlll arouse the British to the 
still greater need of being armed td 
the tecth. It will encourage enlist- 
ment, England has had so much 
peace talk during the last fow years 
that it needs just such o spur to 
rouse It to the practical needs of tha 
tlme—to the necessity of mustering 
all’ its martial strength for the over 
throw of the enemy: 

I was asked not long ago what 
would happen if a German dirigible 
should drop bombs on the Houses of 
Parliament or Westminster Abbcy. 
My questioner was a man who had 
freat faith in aerial attacks and be- 
lieved the future wars would be set- 
Ued by raids of fire out of the skies, 

I laughed at him, I sald that even 
{fa Zeppelin stiould drop the most 
powerful explosive that could be car- 
ried by such aircraft into the very 
midde of the Houses of Parliament 
It would simply break some glass 
and perhaps blow a hole In the floor. 

Even if Germany could send 100 
Zeppelins a day to London and each 
one blew up a house — which of 
course they could not do — this 
would wreck only 36,500 bulldinss 
during a whole year, As 60,009 
buildings are erected In London 
every year the Zeppelins would only. 
cut down the normal growth of the 
elty a little more than half.

+The bill passed at the recent session 
of the Legislatare was undoubtedly 
the most ‘advanced’ piece of temper- 


ance legislation proposed in twenty 
years. It represents the accumulated 


_ experiences of a’Government that bas

evils of the liquor traffic,‘and has con-» 
sistently been abreast of public sen- 
timent' with regard to the measures 
adopted towards that end. The new 


._ legislation in Ontario is most far- 


Teaching. It accomplishes at a single 
stroke the complete divorcement of 
‘the ‘administration of the Liquor Li- 
cense Law from the field of politics, 
and {t confers upon the Commission 
appointed to administer that law pow- 
ers so ample and so mandatory as to 
ensure efficiency from every point of 
view. B 


The outstanding feature.of the new 


legislation {s the appointment of one 
Board of License ‘Comr'sc’aners for 


_ the Province to supersede the one hun-

dred and one local district boards tliat 
heretofor have been in existence. The 
new Board consists of five members 
each of whom must subscribe to an 


_ oath of office, whose authority In the 


administration of the Liquor License 
Law respecting tavern, ship and club 
licehses is supreme and independent 
of poltical control. é 

The Board shall have all the author- 
ity of the retiring License Commission- 
era with many additional and far- 
reaching powers, although these pow- 
era to be exercised by the Board ara 

- all of a restrictive nature. 

Thus the Board may place such far- 
ther restrictions upon the liquor traf- 
fic as it may deem ‘advisable, but it 
.cannot enlarge its privileges beyond 
what are now granted by the Act; 
and care has been taken in framing 
this legislation to provide machinery 
that will enable the Board to adminis- 
ter the law in harmony with public 
feeling In every locality. 

The reorganization of the Ilcense 
districts of the Province Is one of the 
first duties to which the Board will 
turn {ts attention. The Board must 
hold at least one meeting each year 
in every county,town In the Province, 
where applications for license are 

» made; and such meeting or meetings 
are/to be open to the public. To en- 
able the Board to visit every part of 

“the Province and examine into local 
conditions the law provides that two 
memters shall form a quorum, and to 
secure publicity, two weeks’ ‘notice of 
any meeting is required to be given. 

At these meetings the Board shall: 

1. Hear applicants and consider ap- 
Plications for. licenses, i 

3. Hear representations ° from any 
source in opposition to the granting 
of any license. 

3. Hear representations of-any na- 
ture regarding the Liquor License Law 
or the enforcement of it 

The notice advertising the meeting 
must contain: 

{a) The name of applicant for a li- 
conse, 

tb) Tho character of the license ap- 
plied for, 

(c) A description of the premises to 
be licensed. 

(dj) The total number of existing 
tavern and shop licenses {n each mun- 
icIpallty in the country. 

(e) The total number of applica- 
tions for tavern and shop licenses in 
each municipality in the: county. 

The far-reaching effect of the new 
law and the advantages that will fol- 
low along tle lines of temperance re- 
form from the extensive powers con- 
ferred upon the new Board will read- 
fly be appreciated when it is under- 
stood that the Board may: 

1, Subdivide the Province (as pre- 
viously noted) into new license dis- 
tricts in ance manner as experience 
and Investigation may show to be ad- 
vantageous.to the better administra- 
tion of the law, 


2. Issue a restricted license such as! 


a “beer license” in any locality. 

3. Shorten the hours within which 
‘Mquor may be sold {n taverns or shops 
throughout the Province or in any por- 
tion of the Province, but cannot ex- 
tend the hours of sale boyond what the 
law now provides. 

4. In its discretion suspend or can: 
cel any license. . 

5. Make regulations for improved 
hotel accommodation to meet: the re- 
quirements In any. locality, and en- 
force these regulations by either sus- 
pension or cancellation of the lcense 
if they are not carried out. 

Note: This provision is {mportant, 
as it will enable the Board to detor-| 
«mine the standard of accommodation, 
the minimum number of rooms or oth- 
er equipment any hotel should have 
in a particular locality to meet the 
Fequirements of the travelling public; ; 
thus six rooms in one place might be 
entirely inadequate in another. 

6. Conduct an Inquiry into any mat- 
ter deemed necessary In connection 
of the law

PREPARING TO USE GAS% 


LONDON, May 23.—The British 
Government is preparing to meet the 
usv of asphyxinting gases by the Ger- 
mans by employing the same meth 
ods. It is understood that two yearr 
age an English inventor devised a 
scheme for the use of such gases in 
Warfare. He submitted the plan t 
the Britsh War Office, but received no 
encouragement. When the news of 
the use of gas by the Germans apr 
peared, this man went to the War Of- 
fice again and hts plans were readily 
aceepted, He wax asked how much 
money he wanted for the method, but 
declined to accept a penny, turning 
over the chemical formula and the 
mechanical device without remunera- 
tion, .

Therefore he should be so nourished 
that every part of him works with a 
minimum amount of friction, We must 
tid ourselves of the idea that the 
youngest child requires the teacher of 
tho least ability and: skill, This Is a 
viciously harmful Wea. If chikiren are 
wisely directed In the beginning there 
will be jéss cause for complalut after- 
ward, lesa cause for men like Herbert 
Spencer to condemn the method upon 


wifich the advancement of the com- | 


munity resta, 
Seguin tells us that we must educate 
; the study of the senses, train the fac- 
ulty of speech, the art of receiving, 
storing and expressing impressions, 
which ft the natural gift of jnfants, 
and tben we shall not neegioks to 
Hil up the emptiness of ourMeaching 
until the child is at least seven years 
old. 2 
If the education of the senses is neg- 
lected all after education partakes of 
a hazipess, an insufficiency, which it is 
impossible to cure. Here, then, is a 
‘chain of rensoning that mothers and 
teachers of the very young child can- 
not escape. Examine the Montessori 
plan on Hillyer’s or any one of the 
methods based upon the fundamental 
principics advanced by Froebel, Se- 
guln—indeed by educators that reach 
back to the besioning of all things— 
and you will find in every Instance that 
the greatest reliance fs placed upon 
the sense training nccompanying theso 
methods. ‘These students of education 
grasped the underlying principles and 
then worked out thelr own methods 
for action. 





Night Terrors Are Serious. 

Night terrors are due to fault in the 
aervous system which mnkes it caslly 
excited by any slight irritation, even 
though that irritation be In some. re- 
mote part of the body. The child 
awakens suddenly with violent scream- 
tng and gives abundant evidence of 
great fenr. This may be repeated 
wlght after night or at leas frequent 
fotervals, Night terrora usually attack 
Children between the ages of three and 
elght years, and tn nearly erery in- 
Stance the nttack comes on within two 
or three hours after the chil! has re- 
tired. 

The face of the child shows the ex- 
treme terror which be is In. Hla eyes 
are widely opened and generally fixed 
‘upon one’ objet. Sometimes a clew 
is given to what frightened the child 
by his crying out the nance of the 
thing or person. During the attack the 


*| child will cling.to others for protec- 


tion. This period of extreme terror 
lasts usually only a few minutes, but 
it may be prolonged to nearly halt au 
hour. Following this is a period dur 
Ing which the child recognizes persons 
and bis surroundings, but for a con- 
siderable time he remains in a state 
of mild fear and drends to be left 
alone. 

Night terrors should nerer be allow- 
ed to continue untreated. They are 
indications that there is a serious fault 
{n the nervous system, and this shoukt 
receive the ‘most careful and thorough 
consideration,
